THE EDUCATION OF THE INDIANS. 


Wo have received several interesting 
pamphlets on the education of Ameri- 
can Indians, by Gen. Thomas J. Mor- 
gan, Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 
The education of the Indian is a sub- 
ject which is engaging the attention of 
philanthropists more and more from 
year to year, and Gen. Morgan appears 
to have made a very close and careful 
study of the subject. He shows that 
the American Indians, not including 
the so-called Indians of Alaska, are 
supposed to number about 250,000, and 
to have a school population (6 to 16 
years) of perhaps 50,000. If we ex- 
clude the five civilized tribes, which 
provide for the education of their own 
children, the number of Indians of 
school age to be educated by the Gov- 
ernment does not exceed 40,000, of 
whom 15,000 were enrolled in schools 
last year, leaving but 25,000 to be pro- 
vided with school privileges. They oc- 
cupy for the most part Government 
reservations, chiefly in the Western 
States and Territories, widely separ- 
ated, and aggregating approximately 
190,000 square miles. These people are 
separated into numerous tribes, and 
differ very widely in their language, 
religion, native characteristics and 
modes of life. Some are very ignorant 
and degraded, living an indolent and 
brutish sort of life, while others have 
attained to a high degree of civilization, 
scarcely inferior to that of their white 
neighbors. 

By the education of the Indians is 
meant that comprehensive“ system of 
training and instruction which will 
convert them into American citizens. 
Under the peculiar relations which the 
Indians sustain to the United States, 
the responsibility of their education 
rests primarily and almost wholly 
upon the Nation. Among the princi- 
pal recommendations of Gen. Morgan 
are the following: 

Ample provisions should be made at an 
early day for the accommodation ot the en- 
tire mass of Indian school children and 
youth. To resist successfully and overcome 
the tremendous Cownward pressure of in- 
herited 4 and the stubborn conserva- 
tism of centuries, nothing less than uni- 
versal education should be attempted. 

The work of Indian education should be 
completely summarized. 

Thesystem should be conformed, so far 
as practicable, to the common school system 
now universally adopted in ail the States. 

The scheme should make ample provision 
for the higher education of the few who are 
endowed with special capacity or ambition, 
and are destined to leadership. There is 
an imperative necessity for this, if the In- 
dians are to be assimilated into the na- 
tional life, 

‘That which is fundamental in all this is 
the recognition of the complete manhood of 
the Indians, their thelr right 
to be recognized as citizens of the United 
States, with the same rights and privileges 
which we accord to any other class of peo- 


ple. 

Those educated in the large industrial 
boarding-schools should not be returned to 
the camps against their will, but should be 
not only allowed, but encouraged to choose 
their own vocations, and contend for the 
prizes of life wherever the opportunities are 
most favorable. 

The work of education should begin with 
them while they are young and su tible, 


and should continue until habits of industry 
and love of learning have taken the place of 
and indifference.

Co-education of the sexes is the surest and 
perhaps only way in which the Indian 
women can be lifted out of that position of 
servility and degradation which most of 
them now occupy. 

To accomplish these results, it is a 
course necessary to have a more com- 
plete system of supervision. There is 
at present one Superintendent of In- 
dian Schools, charged with the duty of 
visiting them and reporting on their 
condition. To properly cover the 
ground, this Superintendent should 
have at least five principal assistants, 
school experts, who, under his direc- 
tion, shall give their entire time to the 
supervision of schools in their respect- 
ive fields. 


A PETITION FROM ORANGE- 
GROWERS. 


The memorial prepared by the Los 
Angeles Horticultural Commission 
for presentation to Congress, as 
printed in Tne Times a few days ago, 
deais with an important subject. The 
memorialists ask that the duty on 
oranges be raised to not less than 50 
cents a box, or 85 per 1000 loose. At 
present, it is only 25 cents a box, or 
$1.60 per 1000 loose, the latter figure 
being equivalent to only 13 to 16 cents 
a box. 

It is shown in the memorial that 
nearly 3000 carloads of oranges were 
last season transported by rail to va- 
rious portions of the United States. 
Under the present low tariff, it will be 
very difficult for our growers to com- 
pete with Mexico, where the orange 
grows almost spontaneously and labor 
is very cheap. While the competition 
of the European countries bordering 
on the Mediterranean is not so danger- 
ous, yet it is sufficiently threatening to 
demand attention. 

A committee consisting of Messrs. 
Hamilton, Kercheval and Heintz has 
been appointed to present this memo- 
rial for signatures to the orange-grow- 
ers of Southern California and else- 
where. It should be numerously 
signed, and Congress should grant the 
request, which is reasonable. The 
orange-growing industry of this coun- 
try has been built up in the face of dis- 
couragements which would have de- 
terred all but the most persevering 
from proceeding. Lack of technical 
knowledge, high freight rates and de- 
structive insects have in turn made the 
lot of the Southern California orange- 
grower ahard one, and it is only fair 
that, now when he is beginning to see 
his way clear once more through his 
troubles, he should receive adequate 
protection from products of peon labor 
and cheap lands.

THE SCALEBUGS 


AND THEIR ENEMY, THE HORTI- 
_ CULTURAL COMMISSION. 


—Their Work—The Australian 
Lady-bug and Her Beneficent 
Work—An Enemy of the Red 
Scale, Also—Investigations. 


Garey, members of the Horticultural 
Quarantine Commission, are laboring 
assiduously to locate and exterminate 
the scalebugs of various sorts which 
‘infest the groves and orchards about 
this section of the country. 

The Trwes representative had an 
interview with these two gentlemen 
Wednesday morning, and gleaned 
some information from them. 

They report that the vedolia cardinalis 
or Australian lady-bug has almost 
completely rid this section of Califor- 
nia of the once-dreaded pest, the cot- 
tony cushion scale, but that while the 
white scale, under the attention of the 
lady-bug, has grown daily more and 
more scarce, the red e has in- 
creased marvelously. In fact, there is 
scarcely an orange grove in or about 
this city where some red scale cannot 
be found, while in some localities it 
may be said to abound. , 

here is hope, however, that these 
scariet pests may, too, soon be van- 
quished, and our groves freed from 
these insect r which destroy 
both fruit and tree. The fly“ lately 
discovered seems as deadly an enemy 
to the red scale as the lady-bug is to 
the white scale. A great deal is not 
known concerning this insect, the fly. 
except that it is microscopically small, 
and unless looked for would escape 
notice. It is at work, however, and is 
doing its work well. 
At Sierra Madre Villa and Kinneyloa, 
where the red scale was very bad, this 
little re glee. parasite has almost 
completely rid the groves of the red 


scale. 

On Saturday, the 23d inst., the com- 
mission, consisting of Hiram Hamil- 
ton, president; J. A. Driffill, secretary, 
and A. F. Kercheval, will meet with 
Inspectors Richardson and Garey to 
discuss with Prof. Coquillett, entomo- 
logical agent of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, at the home 
ranch of A. B. Chapman, east of La- 
manda Park.

THREE MUSIO-MAKERS,. 


The Lives and Works 7 Weber, 
Schubert and Schumann. 

The sixth in the series of 10 lectures 
on musical history and biography was 
given yesterday afternoon at St. Mar- 
garet’s Institute by Mrs. A. W. I. 
Buell before an audience that was 
quick to appreciate the interesting 
data contained in the lecture, and the 
finely rendered programme of vocal 
and instrumental music that followed. 

Weber, Schubert and Schumann 
were taken up in turn by the lecturer, 
and much valuable instruction con- 
cerning the lives of each of them was 
imparted to those present. The early 
trials and subsequent successes of 
Weber, crippled from his infancy, but 
whose splendid musical works be- 
trayed no signs of his physical weuk- 
ness; the life and productions of Schu- 
bert, who was referred to as the great- 
est composer of German songs,“ and 
the details of the life of the dreamy 
and melancholy Schumann in his sev- 
eral spheres as composer, critic and 
writer, were brought out in a way that 
held the close attention of the audi- 


ence. 
At the conclusion of the lecture the 
following programme was rendered:

on the right bank of the stream near 
its mouth, was defended by an Ameri- 
can garrison under Lieut.-Col. George 
McFeeley. The Brifish erected breast- 
works in front of Newark village op- 
posite the fort, and up the river to Fort 
George, and placed behind the works 
some mortars and a long train of bat- 
tering cannon. These mortars opened 
fire on Fort Niagara on the morn ng of 
November 21st, while at the same time 
the cannon at Fort George and vicinit 
began a furious fire. From dawn unt 
twilight there was a continuous roar of 
artillery from the batteries along the 
Canadian shore. During the day 
2000 red-hot shots were poured into 
the American works. he mortars 
sent showers of destructive bomb- 
shells, and the buildings within the 
fort took fire several times, the flames 
being extinguished only after great 
exertions. Meanwhile the garrison 
returned the assault gallantly. New- 
ark was in flames from shells several 
times, as also the 2 at Fort 
George, and one of the British bat- 
teries was silenced. Shot from Fort 
Niagara caused a British war sloop in 
the river to sink. Night put an end to 
the furious artillery duel. Thus was 
commenced that series of struggles 
for the possession of Fort Niagara 
which was to form so ＋ N a fea- 
ture of the war of 1812-15. 
The LONDON Srock EXCHANG 

which isthe prototype of all commerci 
exchanges in the United States, was 
founded by Sir Thomas Gresham, who 
was the son of Sir Richard Gresham, a 


member of the Mercers’ Company, a 


prosperous merchant and Lord Mayor 
of London. Thomas was educated at 
Cambridge, and was employed by Ed- 
ward VI., Mary and Elizabeth, in 
negotiating foreign loans. Themas 
was knighted by Elizabeth in 1559, and 
the magnitude of his commercial en- 


In November, 1812, Fort A,

terprises and vast wealth made him a 


special object of royal favor. Fre- 
quently he was directed by the Queen 
to entertain at his table representatives 
of foreign sovereigns. The Bourse was 
taken as a model of the London Ex- 
change, which was formally opened b 
Queen Elizabeth on January 23, 1570. 
The shops or stalls in the galleries 
above the cloister and surrounding the 
open court were in Gresham’s time oc- 
cupied by milliners and haberdashers 
(who sold mouse-traps, bird-cages, shoe- 
horns, lanterns and other heterogene- 
ous commodities), armorers, apotheca- 
ries, book-sellers, goldsmiths and deal- 
ers in glass. The open court below 
must have presented a curious scene 
when it was filled by the merchants of 
different nations, in the picturesque 
dresses of their respective countries. 
The distinguished merchant died No- 
vember 21, 1579. He directed by will 
the devotion of certain sums of money 
to the establishment of courses of lec- 
tures in his mansion, on divinity, as- 
tronomy, music and geometry, and ap- 

inted his wife executrix of his estate. 
In June, 1597, the year after Lady 
Gresham’s death, t lectures com 
menced according to his will, an 
thenceforth for a long series of years 
his mansion house was known as 
‘Gresham College, and the chief part 
of the buildings were appropriated as 
the lodgings of the professors. The 
house escaped the great fire of 1666, 
and as the Stock Exchange and the 
houses of the great companies were in 
ruins, Gresham College was for a time 
employed as the Exchange of the 
Merchants and aff 


pany. But Gresham College 
a more iliustrious association, for it 
may be regarded as the cradle of the 
Royal Society, which, in the early part 
of its history, namely, from 1660 to 
1710, held its meetings here, when it 
numbered among its associates the 
names of Newton, Locke, Petty, Boyle, 
Hooke and Evelyn. In 1768, however, 
a legislative act of vandalism put an 
end to the collegiate character of Gres- 
ham’s foundation, and the mansion 
and buildings were sold to the Govern- 
ment to form the site for the Excise 
Office. As compensation to the lectur- 
ers for the loss of their lodgings, their 
salaries were raised to £100 per year. 
The lectures were afterward read for 
some time at the Royal Exchange, but 
a new college was erected and opened 
on the 2d of November, 1843. 

James Hoae, the Ettrick shepherd 
poet and miscellaneous writer, was 
born in Ettrick Forest, Scotland, in 
1772: He followed his father’s employ- 
ment as shepherd until he was 30 years 
of age. Among his productions are 
the Queen's Wake,“ The Pilgrims 
of the Sun,“ The Brownie of ds- 
beck’’ and other tales, sacred melodies 
and The Border Garland.“ He died 
November 21, 1835. 

It is 100 years today since NORTH 
CAROLINA ratified the Constitution of 
the United States, and became a mem-. 
ber of the American Union. As this 
State and Rhode Island (which did not 
ratify until 1790) were thus tardy with 
their ratifications, they took no part in 
Washington’s first inaugura- 
tion. 

The distinguished diplomatist and 
scholar, CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, 
died three years ago today. He was 
born in 1807 and was the son of Presi- 
dent John Quincy Adams, but the 
nearest he could come to the Presi- 
dency was a nomination for the Vice- 
Presidency on the Free Soil ticket 
with Martin Van Buren in 1848, when 
Taylor and Fillmore. the Whig candi- 
dates, were elected. He was elected to 
Congress in 1858 as a Republican, and 
President Lincoln appointed him in 
1861, Minister to Great Britain, where 
he remained until 1868, when he was 
recalled at his own request. In 1868 
he was a Democratic candidate for 
Governor of Massachusetts. Mr. Ad- 
ams edited and published the life and 
works of his father and grandfather.
